Boston—W^-Fresh reports of cal- 


amity from Rhode Island's hurri- 
cane-ravaged coast today raised the 
toll of death from 
Wednesday's 


storm in New England to 431. 


Splintered wreckage of entire 


summer colonies and hundreds of 
vessels and scores dead marked the 
storm's fury along Buzzard's Bay 
and Cape Cod. 


Whole fishing villages were swept 


away on Martha's Vineyard island, 
off the elbow of Cape Cod. Reports 
long delayed by the island's isola- 
tion told of a dozen houses and the 
town wharf reduced to matchwood 
at Chilmark. on the southern side 
of the island. 


Unofficial estimates put the is- 


land damage as high as $500,000, 
much of the loss covered by de- 
struction of costly summer homes 
and pleasure boats.

Mounting slowly but steadily, the 


count of the hurricane dead in the 
north Atlantic states approached 
500 today, but the cheering proba- 
bility arose that widespread floods 
would be averted. 


From Massachusetts, New Jersey, 


New York, New Hampshire and 
Pennsylvania, there came reports 
that the rivers were receding and 
even in Connecticut, previously tHe 
most gravely menaced, things look> 
ed brighter. 


At Hartford, 1,500 booted men, 


throwing up sandbags along a half- 
mile of the Connecticut river front, 
were holding their own against the 
flood early in the afternoon. Some 
1,400 were homeless there, but a 
successful fight to, hold.the dike 
line would localize the area of in- 
undation to about 10 per cent of the 
city's area. ' 
Meanwhile, as the search for the 


bodies of victims of the hurricane— 
the most damaging and life-de- 
stroying in the populous northeast 
in history—went forward, every re- 
port from hard-hit Rhode Island 
was more tragic than the last 


Tremendous Damage 


Its dead numbering some quarter 


of a thousand, the little state suffer- 
ed damage put 'by Governor Quinn 
at $100,000,000. In this, the most rav- 
aged of all the seven states in the 
hurricane's path.

No "Pat Definition" 


But Magruder has told friends 


there will be no "pat definition" of 
interstate commerce.

— must decide for themselves. 


For the individual business man 


the financial interests in such a de- 
cision may be quite high. 


An employer might decide he did 


not have to comply because * the 
great bulk of his products was sold 
within the state.

consin school officials had before

their survey showed 53 per cent of 
the buses now in use have no fire 
extinguishers, that 25 per cent of 
the bus bodies arc of inferior and 
unsafe construction, and that 23 
per cent have no emergency exists.

Says 'It Is Obvious Wage 


Scale of $40 a Month 


Is Inadequate5 


Madiion—(1>—Governor LaFollet- 


te announced today he had made a 
special plea to WPA authorities to 
increase "inadequate WPA wage 
scales" to meet local needs, espe- 
cially in rural areas. 


The governor sent a letter to 


Philip Planner, state WPA adminis- 
trator, with the request that he call 
the wage situation to the attention 
of Washington authorities. 


"It is obvjous that a wage scale 


of $40 a month is definitely inade- 
quate to^ support an average rural 
family in Wisconsin," the governor 
said. "Centralization of industry in 
the southeastern part of the state 
along Lake Michigan has drawn 
Racine. Kenosha and Waukesha 
counties into a single metropolitan 
area, with living costs based on ur- 
ban rather than rural conditions, 
and it seems equitable to urge a re- 
vision of rural WPA wages to meet 
this situation and equalize the rates 
paid throughout the area. The same 
condition exists in other industrial 
and urban centers of the state. 


Gets Many Appeals 


"Many of the appeals which have 


come to me emphasize the fact that 
the coming of winter will bring 
added distress because WPA wages 
are insufficient to meet the addi- 
tional cost of fuel and warm cloth- 
ing. 


"Because of the low level of 


WPA security wages, the average 
worker finds it impossible to pro- 
vide his family with the dairy prod- 
ucts, fruit and vegetables necessary 
for a proper diet. An increase in se- 
curity wages would not only re- 
lieve actual distress among WPA 
workers, but would also widen the 
market for farm products and thus 
strengthen the entire economic ba- 
sis of the state. 


"For many months it has been 


necessary to grant supplementary 
relief to the families of the large 
percentage of WPA workers^ 'As 
director of the public welfare de- 
partment you are aware that this 
supplementary relict paid by the 
state'and localities has xisen recent- 
ly ,to.. apptoximately^lOO.OOO a 
month. When it becomes necessary 
to supplement 
WPA • wages 
so 


widely in order to bring them up to 
minimum relief standards, it seems 
imperative that the wage scale 
needs adjustment. 


"In replying to appeals on this 


subject, I have frankly pointed out 
that the WPA is a federal program 
over which the state and the gov- 
ernor have no direct authority. 
However, I know that you are fully 
aware of the seriousness of the sit- 
uation, and I urge you to impress 
this upon Washington officials, re- 
questing that adjustments of wage 
scales may be made to meet the 
needs."

Germany enters 
Czechoslovakia 


France will face her engagements." 


Deputy. Louis Malvy, one of the 


leaders of the premier's own party, 
was one of those who quoted those 
words to newspapermen after a del- 
egation of radical-socialist ministers 
had called on the premier. 


Malvy also said that Daladier de- 


clared he would call parliament 
back» into session immediately "if 
the situation should become worse." 


France is pledged to go to Czech- 


oslovakia's aid should the latter be 
the victim of "unprovoked aggres- 
sion." 


The declarations attributed to the 


premier were reported by Malvy 
shortly before 6:30 p. m. (11:30 a. m., 
C.S.T.)

"may come to the aid of Czechoslo- 
vakia only in virtue of a voluntarj 
decision on its part or in virtue o 
a decision by the league but no one 
can insist on this help as a duty." 


Litvinoff repeated his pledge tha 


if-France'fights to protect Czecho- 
slovakia against invasion, Russia 
will fulfill her obligations under 
the "soviet-Czechoslovak "mutual "as- 
sistance pact. 


He disclosed he had promised the 


Czechoslovaks thai this was Rus- 
sia's position even after the Prague 
government had accepted the "ulti- 
matum which included eventual de- 
nunciation of the soviet-Czechoslo- 
vak pact." 


The soviet government, Litvinoff 


said, "does not seek pretexts for 
evading fulfillment of its obliga- 
tions." 


Although he had not formally 


been scheduled to speak, Litvinoff 
walked into the political committee 
meeting and gave a brief resume 
of Russia's stand on Article 16 of 
the league 
covenant—concerning 


the application of punitive measures 
against aggressor nations. Then he 
launched into his discussion of the 
Czechoslovak problem.

Stone today refused to set aside his 
order of last July, dismissing charg- 
es of gasoline price fixing against 
the Globe Oil and Refining com- 
pany of Kansas and 10 oil company 
executives. 


After a lengthy trial at Madison, 


on July 19 Judge Stone sustained 
the conviction of 17 of the 47 oil 
company defendants found guilty 
by a jury of conspiring to raise and 
fix gasoline prices. He fined these 
defendants — 12 companies and five 
executives— $65.000, dismissed 
the 


charge as to the 10 other executives 
and the Globe company and 'grant- 
ed the remaining defendants— 15 of- 
ficials and three firms — a new trial. 


The government then moved to 


have the judge expunge and rescind 
that part of his ruling that dismis- 
sed the 11 defendants. It was this 
motion that the judge denied to- 
day. He cited several cases as pre- 
cedence for his decision. 


"There was no substantial evi- 


dence indicating participation in 
he conspiracy by these defendants," 
ic said. 


The new trial originally was 


scheduled for Sept. 26 but has been 
adjourned. Judge Walter C. Lind- 
~ey. Danville. Ill, will preside in 
place of Stone.

New York—Adolf Hitler sounded a new note in diplomatic repartee 


when he called the president of Czechoslovakia a liar, and Muwolini has 
taken his pitch from his leader In this, as in other recent matters. 


In his speech at Trieste, Mussolini, in essence, called Pope Pius a poor 


half-wit, describing thus all those who "try to make It believed that we 


have obeyed or imitated or, worse, have been influ- 
enced" by the nazis. To be sure, the pope is not the 
only one who has observed the duce's emulation of 
his German leader, but he is by far the most influen- 
tial of those who have noted, in the large sense, the 
similarity of the so-called paso romano to the original 
gooscstcp. The pope has been the most outspoken op- 
ponent of Mussolini's imitative anti-Semistism, and 
there can be no question that, in putting his finger on 
the truth, he tweaked the duce's personal vanity. 


Up to a few years ago Hitler was the imitator, and 


| the duce gloried in his role of originator. He was not 
| even courteous when Hitler, still wearing his greasy, 
' slcpt-in raincoat, made his first visit to Italy to study 


Perler 
the original model at close range. The duce even then 


had begun to adorn himself with tassels, golden ropes and other trap- 
pings which, in his imagination, seemed imperial, and looked upon the 
mildewed fuehrer with the contempt of a Hollywood star for a hungry 
extra. Hitler was just setting up in business and feeling his way at the 
time and frankly went to Mussolini to take lessons from one whom he 
thus acknowledged a master. Red- 
eyed, sallow and grubby and wear 
ing a mustache invented by a Jew- 
ish comedian with purely comic in- 
tent. Hitler was to Mussolini as a 
barnyard chicken to a bird of para- 
dise, and anyway, the duce disliked 
him personally. 
Duce's Trip to Munich 
Was Point of His Undoing 


Only three years 
ago, during 


Mussolini's visit to the Potemkin 
village of Pontinia, on the Medi- 
terranean, an official of his foreign 
office, in charge of the ballyhoo di- 
vision, informed the foreign press— 
in a little saloon, by the way—that 
the duce looked upon Hitler with 
the natural contempt of a genius 
for a plagiarist. 


Gradually—but irresistibly since 


then—Hitler has overtaken and 
passed the duce, and Mussolini has 
seen himself, his regime and Italy 
fall jnto the status of inferior part- 
ner in the axis. Hitler pirated the 
duce's original plan but embellish- 
ed it with the appeal of racial di- 
vinity, which he found in a muse- 
um of German political antiques, 
and acquired such power that Mus- 
solini had to admit to himself that 
the crummy eccentric had some- 
thing after all. 


The duce's trip to Munich seems 


to have been the point of his un- 
doing. Bedight now in a fine uni- 
form and surrounded 
by soldiers 


even more gaudy than the duce's 
own lion tamers. Hitler tooled him 
along dream streets of 
banners, 


bayonets and—not to fumble for a 
descriptive 
word—baloney,

sent him home blinking.

' In the interval, awaiting Hitler's 
visit, Mussolini drilled a company 
of his own troops in the goosestep. 
and nothing has been more deadly 
to Italian pride and the leader's 
prestige than this act of oblation. 
Either his soldiers couldn't learn 
the goosestep .or their spirit re- 
belled, for they strode like so many 


" girls of the junior league imitating 
the faultess fluency of the incom- 
parable rockets They floundered 
shockingly, and, although Musso- 
lini attempted to salve'his people 
by calling this act of tribute the 
Roman step, or paso romano. they 
would not have it by any name.

Primrose seed gives much 


higher percentage of germination if 
sown in the fall than in the follow- 
ing spring. 


Sow the seed in rows where it 


may grow along until the plants are 
of sufficient size to transplant. The 
one danger of fall planting is the 
wash from heavy rains, a danger 
always present in planting seeds in 
the open. To obviate this danger, 
mulch the beds with some material 
that will not mat down solidly, such 
as oak leaves, pine needles, or fresh 
straw. In the spring the beds may be 
protected by frames covered with 
window screen, which breaks the 
force of driving rains and prevents 
the tiny seedings from being washed 


out of existence. This scheme is 
used quite widely by professional 
gardeners to protect their seedlings, 
a large proportion of which might 
be lost if fully exposed to spring 
downpours. 


Those who grow irises from seed, 


a popular garden pastime of recent 
years, should plant the seed an inch 
deep this fall, Siberian, Japanese, 
and the tall bearded sorts. This will 
give good germination next spring, 
which will not result with as much 
certainty from spring-sown seed, 
some of which will take a year be- 
fore appearing. 


Perennial aster seed sown this fall 


will give blooming plants next fall. 
The perennial seed-bed should t be 
made now, spading in a good supply 
of fertilizer and sowing it upon 
the surface of the bed to encourage 
a strong early growth ?f the plants.

President Roosevelt went to Mor- 
gantown, Md, and made a speech 
just before the primary elections in 
Maryland and promised the people 
of Maryland his cooperation in Ret- 
ting a bridge for that end of the 
Potomac rner. He also spoke of a 
bridge over the Susquehanna river. 
Then, on the eve of the primary 
election. Secretary Ickes. the pub- 
lic works administrator, made pub- 
lic a telegram which he said he was 
sending at the 
direction of the 


president, urging his regional of- 
ficer m the PWA in New York to 
give "right of way" to both the 
bridges aforementioned. 


Now the primary election is over 


and Senator T> dings, uho opposed 
the administration, has been re- 


nomlnntcd. but there Is a curious 
mix-up about the building of the 
two bridges. First, it was disclosed 
by the president himself 
at his 


press conference on Tuesday after- 
noon of this week that the news- 
papers were concocting some kind 
of political stoiy about the bridges, 
and that he had discussed the mat- 
ter with the governor of Maryland, 
who was to try to get the necessary 
financial backing for two bridges 
instead of three oiigmally planned. 
The president went on to say that, 
if the private bankers, who were to 
finance Maryland's share of 55 per 
cent of the cost of th^ bridges 
couldn't do the job. then the federal 
government couldn't put up i(s 45 
per cent share. 


Able to Finance Bridges 


From the press conference, re- 


porters went out. believing that a 
hitch had developed with respect to 
the operations 
of 
tho 
private 


bankers in Baltimore. 
Inquiry of 


the bankers, however, elicited the 
information that, on the very day 
the president was talking about 
this, the bankers had visited Secre- 
tary Ickes and formally 
assured 


him that they could and would fi- 
nance the two bridges instead of 
the three as he requested. The 
bankers \vent so far as to say in a 
public statement very 
discreetly 


that Mr. Ickes doubtless had not 
had an opportunity between their 
session with him in the morning 
and the afternoon press conference 
at the White House to advise the 
president of the bankers' accept- 
ance. 


Now, 
however, on Thursday of 


the same week. Secretary Ickes. af- 
ter a Wednesday conference with 
the president, announces that only 
one bridge will be built and that's 
the one over the Susquehanna at 
Havre de Grace The reason given 
officially is that there was only 
money for one bridge all the time 
and that the state 
of Maryland 


could have had its choice of any 
of the three bridges, but not any 
two, because this would nave given 
Maryland a subsidy in excess of 
her quota under the PWA. 


But the quota for Maryland was 


well known before the 
primary 


election*. Likewise, the willingness 
of the bankers to finance- three 
bridges was known before* the pri- 
mary elections. Likewise, the peo- 
ple of Maryland were given to un- 
derstand on the eve of the pri- 
mary election that the PWA admin- 
istrator was interested in both the 
bridges at Morgantown on the Po- 
tomac and Havre de Grace on the 
Susquehanna. The names of both 
bridges were mentioned plainly in 
the pre-election telegram. 


Conceals Fact 


Now it turns out that only one 


bridge was intended right along. 
Nothing was said to the people of 
Maryland about the impracticabil- 
ity of subsidizing more than the 
one bridge. These being the facts, it 
is interesting to turn to the offi- 
cial announcement from the of- 
fice of Mr. Ickes, just issued, which 
purports to explain what has hap- 
pened. 
The announcement care- 


fully conceals the fact that 
the 


bankers would have financed both 
bridges and refers only to the or- 
iginal plan of three bridges and 
says this could not be financed by- 
the PWA. 


But the president told the re- 


porters this on Tuesday of this 
week as something he had also told 
Governor Nice on the day he visit- 
ed Morgantown. There was nothing 
new in the PWA's 
inability to 


grant three bridges. The PWA an- 
nouncement, 
however, 
lets 
the 


reader believe that inability to fi- 
nance a 3-bridge plan led to the 
adoption of a 1-bndge plan. Yet the 
private bankers were willing to fi- 
nance two bridges and the PWA 
was not, even though Mr. Ickes, 
on the night before the primary 
election, allowed the voters to be- 
lieve he was about to approve both 
the Potomac and the Susquehanna 
bridges, which, together, 
would 


have meant a federal subsidy of 
about $3,953,000, instead of the $2,- 
167,000 now to be granted. Did the 
defeat of the administration can- 
didate deprive the people of Mary- 
land of a bridge over the lower Po- 
tomac, or was there at no time any 
intention on the part of Mr. Ickes to

Winston Churchill, an Englishman too 


great to become prime minister, will find 
no denial to his declaration in respect to 
the Czechs and Hitler that no one is go- 
ing to satisfy a dictator by retreating be- 
fore his threats. 


Yet it would be just as great a blunder 


to spring from this statement to the con- 
clusion that since war seems inevitable 
some day it should be fought now. That 
would be the abandonment of hope en- 
tirely as well as the desertion of existing 
conditions including the helpful laws of 
nature that may save humanity from the 
precipice. 


The moving effect of the argument 


that Hitler is bound eventually to make 
war and is only girding his loins by the 
annexation of Austria and the Sudeten so 
as to make it most effectively has un- 
questionably goaded great nations to ac- 
tion before. It moved America once. 


No great mass of people were ever so 


skillfully played upon some 23 years ago 
as the American people by the use of this 
sort of propaganda. The Kaiser was 
painted with word and picture as assault- 
ing our shores after England and France 
•were crushed. Isolated facts and little in- 
cidents were cleverly joined together and 
mixed with great quantities of propa- 
ganda relating to the brutality of the Ger- 
man attacks upon Belgium and France un- 
til Americans concluded that it were the 
better part of wisdom to join in destroy- 
ing the Monster while it was yet possible. 
That is all a delusion, a big delusion inso- 
far as America is concerned situated as 
we arp at this distance, but a delusion 
nevertheless as it relates to France and 
Britain too. 


"Hope always sees a star" and when 


men cannot hope they are next to lost. 
Many things can happen to bring the 
Nazis down into the dust besides war. 
Hitler can die. He will die. It is only a 
question of time and not a long time. 
The expectation that No. 2 Nazi will 
spring into his place and the machinery 
of despotism function as smoothly as be- 
fore does not give account to the tremen- 
dous human factor, involved in dictatorial 
leadership. The pages of history should 
give us much encouragement. A dictator- 
ship that has lost its pilot has seldom in 
the past lasted long. 


It is next to impossible to be just with 


Germany under Hitler. If we were just we 
would say that the Treaty of Versailles 
made Hitler. \Ve would acknowledge that 
the allies, their mouths full of good words 
and high principles, xvrote a vicious treaty 
and stuffed it down the Germans' throats 
without even consulting them upon the 
subject. Prating pompously of the right of 
all people to self-determination as slices 
of the Reich were cut off and the allies of 
the Germans such as Hungary were sliced 
to the bone, no consideration was given to 
•the application of this same principle to 
Teutons. 


It may be asking too much to expect a 


fair peace when ten million have been 
slain. But in our cooler judgment as we 
walk twenty years spart from the war 
we realize that the victors must cither 
write honest ar.d just treaties or wipe the 
vanquished off the map entirely. Other- 
wise the defeated will slowly arise to their 
feet, hatred and resentment burning into 
their bones, and arm for the revenge. The 


the credit is intended can operate profit- 
ably with it. If business and industry do 
not have that confidence, or if the banks 
do not have confidence that business and 
industry will be able to repay whatever 
they borrow, the "available credit" is not 
used and the money remains idle. 


On a smaller scale the same attitude 


prevails among individuals. An honcit 
man will pot borrow five dollars unless 
he believes he will be able to pay it back. 
A wise man will not lend five dollars un- 
less he thinks the borrower will be able 
to pay it back. 


Confidence in ability to repay is a 


requisite for both. The absence of this 
confidence is the reason billions lie un- 
used in the banks today though business 
and industry want credit and though the 
banks want to extend it; though business 
and industry need credit and though the 
banks need to lend money in order to 
make money. 


ADDING UP SEVERAL ITEMS 


Said President Roosevelt in his Geor- 


gia address of August 11: 


"Because Georgia has been good 


enough to call me her adopted son and 
because for many long years I have re- 
garded Georsia as my 'Other State', 
I feel no hesitation in telling you what 
I would do if I could vote here next 
month." 
Wrote President Washington to John 


F. Mercer after several years experience 
in the White House: 


"I was not a little displeased to find 
.. . that my name had been freely used 
. . . for electioneering purposes , . . 
when there had been the most scrupu- 
lous and pointed caution observed on 
my part, not to express a sentiment re- 
specting the fitness or unfitness of any 
candidate for representative that could 
be construed, by the most violent tor- 
ture of the words, into an interference 
in favor of one, or to the prejudice of 
another. 


"Conceiving that the exercise of an 


influence (if I really possess any) how- 
ever remote .would be improper; as the 
people ought to be at liberty to choose 
whom they pleased to represent them 
in congress. 


"Such a" measure would have been 


incompatible with the rule I had pre- 
scribed to myself, and which I had iiy 
variably observed, of not interfering 
directly, or indirectly with the suffrages 
of the people, in the choice of their 
representatives. I have pursued one 
uniform course for three score years, 
and am happy in believing that the 
world would have thought it a right 
one — of its being so, I am so well sat- 
isfied myself, that I shall not depart 
from it by turning either to the right 
or to the left, until I arrive at the end 
of my pilgrimage." 
Rudyard Kipling, great English poet, 


visualizing a wandering people sneering 
at the holy though humble work of their 
fathers wrote a poem entitled 
"The 


Dykes," several lines of which are printed 
to-reveal the empty life the poet painted 
that comes to those who make little of 
that treasure known as the traditions of a 
people: 


"We have no heart for the fishing, we 


have no hand for the oar — 


All that our fathers taught us of old 


pleases us now no more; 


All that our own hearts bid us believe 


we doubt where we do not deny — 


There is no proof in the bread we eat 


or rest in the toil we ply. 


"Walking along the wreck of the dykes, 


watching the work of the seas, 


These are the dykes our fathers made to 


our great profit and ease; 


But the peace is gone and the profit is 


gone, and the old sure day with- 
drawn . . . 


That our houses show as strange when 


we came back in the dawn!" 


The melodrama of thirty years ago 


portrayed a young man or a young wom- 
an discontented with the humble house of 
their fathers, complaining at clothes that 
were not stylish and equipment that 
looked anything but modern. But in the 
last act each was very willing to come 
back to the old home, supported by honor 
and honesty and abandon the city slickers 
whose promises had brought nothing but 
disease and wretchedness.

CASE RECORDS OF A PSYCHOLOGIST

West opened the ten of diamonds 


(the top of an interior sequence), 
declarer played low from dummy 
and won in his own hand with the 
jack. He then laid down the club 
king. East won with the ace and, 
since he had no more of his part- 
ner's suit, did not have to consider 
the virtue of that return. Obvious- 


was called fo 


on the superficial thought that the 
top of an incomplete sequence was 
the correct lead. East selected the 
jack. Declarer covered. West won 
with the ace and. since his own 
diamond suit was hopeless, return- 
ed a spade. Declarer's remaining 
K 9 overlay East's 10 8 7 and, of 
course, East could take no more 
tricks in the spade suit. Declarer, 
at his leisure, knocked out the 
heart ace and claimed the balance. 


Admittedly, the lead of the spade 


jack is-enticing, but analysis shows 
that it is unsound. In this situation, 
it is the spade nine which assumes 
enormous importance, that is, if 
the situation is such that the de- 
fenders have any chance to defeat 
the contract, the nine spot is sure 
to be the crucial card. If declarer 
holds that card along with what- 
ever top spade strength he may 
have, there is no point in East's 
leading the jack. If West holds the 
spade nine, there is no need for 
East to lead the jack. Thus, in 
either case, it will be seen that 
East's 
proper 
return is not the 


spade jack, but the spade seven or 
eight. Admittedly, declarer could 
circumvent this play by putting in 
the nine, but how could he pos- 
sibly be so clairvoyant? Declarer 
could not know that his nine spot 
would force the ace. It would- be 
much more normal for the nine to 
lose to the jack or ten in West's 
hand. Hence, from declarer's point 
of 
view, the play of an honor 


would be mandatory. Note what 
a difference this would make. West 
would smother the honor and now 
East still would have his jack and 
ten with which to shut out declar- 
er's 
nine. Jn all, the defenders 


could take three spade tricks and 
two aces instead of the one spade 
trick and two aces actually won.

Apprenticeship Valuable 


Step in Learning Trade 


Br ANGELO FATBI 


Young people are concerned about their llfework. They want to know 


what their job is to be, how'they are to get it, and how they should pre- 
pare for it. We are trying to' help them by opening vocational schools. 
That will help some, but it wjll not do the whole business. 


No school, in its very nature, can give young workers a complete 


'knowledge of their trades. Try as we will we cannot be as realistic in 
school as industry is in the shop*. We can'teach theory and some practice 
and a degree of skill, all very elementary when the question of actual 
work in the trade is considered. There is another step to be taken before 
the apprentice is ready for work. Apprenticeship. 


Trades are best learned by working with skilled tradesmen or crafts- 


men, or artists. That is the way the old masters learned their work. First 
what instruction they could get at home, in school, and then the years of 
work with the actual master in the field. We find it difficult to get that 
instruction for the boys and girls. Our methods of work in industry do 
not leave much room for learners. Mass production does not lend itself 
to'the instruction of beginners as a general thing. So far the schools are 
about all that we can offer young people. And they are not enough. 


Labor Unions, Guilds, Societies 


SHIRRED PANEL 


that control labor, will have to co- 
operate with schools in order that 
apprentices may be trained. These 
men and women know how many 
workers the trade can absorb. They 
know the standards required. They 
are masters of the technique. Their 
knowledge and skill should be plac- 
ed at the service of the younger 
generation of workers to the end 
that they may enter the field best 
suited to them, and with a maxi- 
mum of training for their work. 
Schools cannot do this alone. Nor 
can the Labor organizations. They 
must work together. 


Parents will have to give this 


choice of work more thought than 
they have put on it up to now. Too 
many fathers and mothers disap- 
prove of trade work for their chil- 
dren, thinking that it is not good 
enough. That is altogether beside 
the mark. A worker who has mas- 
tered his trade is always in demand 
and he earns a better living than 
the worker who has a white.collar 
job in many instances. A good ma- 
chinist commands a higher salary 
than a stenographer, and. as I see 
it, has much more fun. 


High school education leading'to 


vocational work is the best training 


for young people who want to go 
into industry. The better education 
they have the better price they can 
command in the market. Boys and 
girls who graduate from high school 
and vocational high school, and 
serve an apprenticeship with some 
skilled master, have a stout hold on 
future security.

the children obtain their emotional 
flavor." 


Need "Healthy Home" 


"A healthy home, built with love, 


understanding and peace, will give 
a child the equipment and right at- 
titude toward life, while an un- 
healthy 
home, degenerated 
with 


fighting, hatred and unrest, will 
have a direct result in the life cf 
the children." according to the rec- 
tor. He said. "Many neurosis pres- 
ent in children can be traced di- 
rectly to the home." 


"A happy home is not an acci- 


dent," the rector said. "It is an 
achievement built with love, fel- 
lowship and devotion." and his for- 
mula for attaining this achievement 
was a "50-50 relationship." 


"The increasing tragedy of life 


is the force keeping people busy so 
they haven't time to live," he con- 
tinued. 
Excusing themselves that 


they need to play and need constant 
activity in order to escape life, par- 
ents today don't give a thought to 
building a home nor the devotion 
to 
the 
rearing of their children 


which youth needs so desperately," 
he said. 


Lack of Understanding 


Another bad effect listed by the 


rector is the lack of understanding 
by the parents of the processes of 
adjustment of the children during 
thp period of adolescence. 
During 


this series of adjustments, the par- 
ents fail to give their children sup- 
port or sympathy. 
The children, 


having 
no definite purpose, are 


confused by the drives of ambition 
within them. "Dawn of reasoning, 
physical changes, social and spirit- 
ual transitions are the important 
times of life in youth during which 
they 
are 
molded into men and 


women." 


The thought that "youth, is go- 


ing to the dogs," according to the 
Rev. Mr. Chambers, is nothing new, 
for it has come down through the 
ages. Plato said, "Of the savage 
animals, the boy is the most un- 
manageable." He quoted a tirade 
by Shakespeare on youth, and on3 
written by Carlyle, "Youth should 
be kept in a barrow and fed 
through the dung hole until they 
are grown.* 


He urged the Rotarians to set a 


good example for the young people. 
Some of you. he told the service 
club members, may not have chil- 
dren in your homes, but every ex- 
ample you set is for the .young to 
observe and imitate. 


"Our duty is to educate them, 


and the purpose of education is not 
to present a series of facts, but to 
guide youth as they grow, bring- 
ing out their latent powers into 
adult life." he concluded.

without adequate crop land to main- 
tain themselves and their families 
without governmental assistance".

Hard 
roads, telephone lines, rural elcc 
trification and adequate community 
centers arc absent. 


Such must await further develop- 


ment of the land. But observed one 
committee, "on many farms it is 
evident that additional crop acre- 
ages cannot be obtained. The settler 
has already cleared and developed 
all the good farm land on his farm. 
That part 
remaining uncleared 


should be left in forest or pasture 
—it is too rough, stony or the soil is 
of such low value for cropping pur- 
poses that it is uneconomical 
to 


clear and develop it." 


List Recommendations 


Is the future of that section, then, 


quite hopeless? Not so. Here are 
specific recommendations for imme- 
diate action which will improve the 
agricultural industry and elevate 
the standard of living, as proposed 
by a special sub-committee on agri- 
culture: 


1. Relocation of isloated settlers. 


Several federal and state services 
are able to aid in the relocation and 
rehabilitation of isolated families 
through their land purchase pro- 
gram. 
"The relocation of isolated 


settlers is a vital problem in the 
north. It is an intensely 
human 


problem that will repay the gov- 
ernment many times over in the in- 
creased morale and improved citi- 
zenship of those relocated, to say 
nothing of the direct savings 
in 


roads, schools, relief, public health 
and fire suppression costs". 


2. Improve credit facilities. 
The 


many state and federal financing 
enterprises should be coordinated 
for common objectives. 
Long-time 


capital loans on a sound credit bas- 
is should be supplied instead 
of 


temporary iub«l*Unc« r«lJ«f 
wherever feasible.

3. Coordinate agricultural poUdw* 


of federal agencies. 
Through th* 


federal agricultural 
conservation 


administration, an Improvement In 
the soil fertility of much of the area 
can be expected. However, In the 
northern and central region, with 
20.000 of the 30.000 farms already 
with too small an acreage to furnish 
a living for their operators, acreage 
restrictions should be lifted, espe- 
cially on good land in established 
farming communities near roadi, 
schools and markets. Unlew thete 
small land owners are encouraged 
to develop their farms, they can ex- 
pect to have an increasingly diffi- 
cult time making a living for them- 
selves in the future. "Settlers with- 
out outside employment and who 
have only from 10 to 20 per cent of 
their farm land developed will in- 
evitably become applicants for re- 
lief or subsistence". 


4. Development joint agricultural 


and recreational enterprises. 
The 


committee observes that "through- 
out much of this area there are pos- 
sibilities in the development of a 
type of farming which involves ser- 
vice to the recreation industry. At 
the forests are developed, as water 
conservation and water control pro- 
grams effective, there will be defi- 
nite improvement in recreational 
possibilitfes."

Living at the same time as Keats 


was a young man who did not seem 
to be fitted for this world. His name 
was Percy Byssho Shelly, and al- 
most everywhere he went he sot 
into trouble/ 


At school, he did not get along 


with- the other boys. He had a girl- 
ish face, and many of his actions 
seemed to mark him as "a sissy.' 
His schoolmates liked to gather in 
a band and chase him. as if he were 
a rabbit'pursued by hounds. 


When he was 12. he went to Eton, 


one of the so-called "public schools" 
of England which charge large 
sums to the parents of the pupils. 
There he was angered because new 
boys were expected to be "fags." A 
"fag" is a servant of a sort, the 
new boy doing whatever an older 
pupil tells him to do. A "rebellion" 
against the fagging system was led 
by Shelley, but it did not meet suc- 
cess. Schoolmates nicknamed him 
"Mad Shelley." 


Shelley went to Oxford, and 


made one or two close friends there. 
Before long, however, he was '.ex- 
pelled for writing a leaflet against 
religion. 
• . - 


Rather shocked by being thrown 


out of the university,. Shelley mov- 
ed from Oxford to London afid 
spent 'several months. Then he vis- 
ited relatives in Wales. While in 
Wales, a letter reached him from 
Harriet West a 16-year-old London 
girl who had fallen in love with 
him. She said she was not being 
treated well at home,. and added 
that'she might take her own life if 
something were not done. This fool- 
ish threat made Shelley hurry back 
to London, and soon afterward he 
and Harriet were married. 
The 


marriage proved unhappy for both. 


The events of his childhood and 


vouth were no doubt the things 
which made Shelley a "rebel" all 
the rest of his days. He did not have 
a long life—he died shortly before 
his 29th birthday—but his time was 
packed full of action. He became,a 
poet and he wrote poems which 
delighted some but-not all, of his 
readers. 
Shelley's last three years were 


spent in Italy, where he lived in 
Pisa. Venice. Florence,' Naples and 
Rome. He died in an accident. He 
and a friend were drowned when a 
storm overtook the sailboat in 
which they were crossing the Bay 
of Spezia.

During his 
twenties,- Shelley 


found quite a. number of warm 
friends, but the world in general 
did not honor him as a great poet. 
It is the test of time which has 
made his work stand forth, and he 
now ranks as "one- of England's 
greatest poets." 


Among the famous works of Shel- 


ley are "Prometheus 
Unbound," 


which he-wrote-in Italy, and "The 
Revolt of Islam." His "Ode to-the 
.West Wind" is another of his great 
poems.

.Washington—At home and abroad, during Ihis surrender to Hitler, 


there creeps into the discussion a note of reproach toward the United 
States, a suggestion that Europe is in its present extremity because the 
United States did not do its part. 


We'll skip the small matter of having pitched in at the darkest hour 


to help drive Germany to complete defeat and sur- 
render. We'll skip the American lives and money 
that were sacrificed in behalf of England and France. 
It is said we have refused since the war to give our 


• moral leadership to Europe. We pulled out and didn't 
tell Europe how it should handle its affairs. 


Certainly up to the time we abandoned the Ver- 


sailles treaty we were Riving Europe plenty of advice. 


Ten weeks -before we entered (he war, Woodrow 


Wilson made a plea to both sides, urging a stalemate. 
What he said then has proven prophetic. 


"Ony a tranquil Europe can be a stable Europe.' 


he said. "It must be a peace without victory. Victory 
would mean peace forced upon the loser, a victor's 
terms imposed upon the vanquished. It would be ac- 
cepted in humiliation, under duress, at an intolerable 
sacrifice; and would leave a sting, a resentment, a Raymond Clapper 
bitter memory—upon which terms of peace would rest, not permanently,^ 
but only as upon a quicksand." 
"' 
This advice was indignantly rejected by the allies. Germany unloosed 


her ruthless unrestricted submarine warfare and we went into the war. 


Still we accompanied our fighting with advice and moral guidance. 


Wilson announced his 14 points and 
elaborated them time and again. 
Late in September 1918 Wilson was 
still pleading for 
a reasonable 


peace, for justice without discrimi- 
nation "between those to whom we 
wish to be just and those to whom 
we do not wish to be just." 
Resentful Germany Now 
Has Europe Cringing 


A month later Germany crack- 


ed and asked for peace. After con- 
sultation with the allies. Wilson 
offered peace on the basis of the 
14 points minus the freedom-of- 
the-seas point, in short the offer 
of a reasonable peace, one which 
would be heavy but not unbear- 
able. 


But what happened? 
Wilson's 


warning of the dangers of over- 
drastic terms was forgotten. An 
objective judgement, by an Eng- 
lish authority, says that the Ger- 
man treaty appears when viewed 
as a whole "to have been crush- 
ing and severe to a high degree." 


This was due partly to popular 


political pressure on Lloyd George ' 
and Clemenceau, and to some ex- j 
tent on Wilson. The treaty pro- 
vided for trial of the kaiser and a 
hundred high germans by a court 
composed of allied judges, a pro- 
vision put in as a concession to in- 
flamed popular feeling, and one 
'.which had to be abandoned when 
Holland refused to surrender the 
kaiser. Reparations provisions were 
too severe to be enforceable. Prob- 
ably no great treaty has ever been 
so quickly modified, and abandon- 
ed until scarcely a vestige is left 
at the end of two decades. The 
humiliated, resentful Germany that 
was left completely crushed now 
has all Europe cringing in fear. 
What Wilson predicted has come 
true. The Versailles treaty planted 
the seeds of its own destruction. 
When U. S. Tried It 
No Help Was Offered 


Wilson with his influence at its 


peak when Germany surrendered. 
was unable to persuade the victors 
to adopt a reasonable peace that 
would heal Europe instead of tear- 
ing it open again. He was swept 


furthering .Secretary Hull's reclp 
rocal trade program to remove 
trade barriers. On those occasions 
when America has tried to exert 
moral leadership, as against Japan 
in the seizure of Manchukuo. its

much company. We have labored 
patiently in the western hemis- 
phere to develop the good-neigh- 
bor policy among western nations 
while many European nations have 


, been pursuing a bad-neighbor pol- 
' icy to the limit. 


Probably you can't blame" peo-
